JAMES L. WICK, globetrotting editor and Club member, will speak on Thursday, 
June 22, to a Club luncheon on his recent travels behind the Iron Curtain, the 
Program Committee announced this week. WICK, who has guided troupes of U.S. editors 
on trips to the Soviet Union, has also been inside most of the Red satellites in 
Europe, and will report to the Club especially on conditions in those countries. 
He is one of the few American newsmen permitted in recent years to penetrate the 


Kremlin-dominated areas.
